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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Andover, N.H., Feb.9, 1924. 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the New London 
School District. 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of the schools of New London. This report includes the roll of 
perfect attendance and the statistical table for the year ending 
June 30, 1923. It also concerns matters within the current year. 

We regretted losing at the close of last year Miss Emily 
Tracy and Miss Verna Barney who had been in the Colby Hill 
school three years, and Miss Dorothy Goss who had been at EI- 
kins one year. To succeed Miss Tracy we secured another Ply- 
mouth Normal School graduate with several years experience, 
Miss Stella Adams and for the intermediate room Miss Arline 
Edwards, who has had one year in college and several sum- 
mers in Keene Normal School. Miss Helen Shepard succeeds 
Miss Goss at Elkins, and Miss Theresa Davis and Mrs. Sadie Shep- 
ard continue in the Colby Hill Primary and the Low Plain schools. 
We were unable to make satisfactory arrangements for the sup- 
ervision of music at the beginning of the year, but work in the 
graded schools was begun by Mrs.Romeyn in January. It is great- 
ly regretted that this advantage could not at present be extended 
to the other two schools. 

Since my last report all grades have been equipped with 
the Hoyt and Peet ”Everyday Arithmetics”, and several sets of 
supplementary history, geography, and miscellaneous reading 
have been purchased. New English books will soon be added. 


The National Intelligence tests and standard achievement tests 
have been given as in previous years, and in November tests in 
spelling and arithmetic were given to all the eighth grade pup- 
ils at the same time that they were given to all the other eighth 
grades throughout the state. In this spelling test our pupils fell 
a little below the average for the entire state,while in arithmetic 
their grade was above the average. 

Last year’s class of fourteen members presented at their grad- 
uation Longfellow’s ” Evangeline”. The production was highly 
icreditable, the parts being well taken,the setting skilfully and real- 
istically arranged,and the accompanying readings admirably giv- 
en. Such a piece of work means not mere enjoyment for one 
evening, but the study and interpretation of a classic which will 
remain a permanent part of the player’s education. The following

Because of large numbers inlower grades it was necessary last 
year to place the sixth grade in the grammar room with the 
seventh and the eighth. To relieve Miss Tracy during the spring 
term Miss Emma Stanley was engaged as assistant. This year the 
same condition exists and it is necessary to provide an assistant 


in order that theeighth grade may have special attention. This 
is particularly necessary since:some members of the class were not 
able to complete satisfactorily the seventh year’s work and started 
upon the present year conditioned in certain subjects. It is hoped 
that by having an extra teacher for the last fifteen weeks of the 
year the entire class may by June be fitted for entrance to the 
Academy. The alteration made in the building to provide an extra 
classroom is not a large expense and will be in many ways a per- 
manent advantage. 

A study of the statistical table shows an increase of 397, in.av- 
erage membership and of 42%, in average attendance in four years. 
The per cent. of attendance fell off one point last year from the 
previous year’s record, but this and the increased number of tard- 
iness are accounted for by the unusual weather conditions. Our 
per cent. of attendance was 93 while that for the State was 93.46. 
We hope for a better record this year. The State record for tardi- 
ness was 1.46 per average member; that in New London 1.37. 
This is much the best in this Union, yet ought to be siill better 
this year, and would be if parents realized sufficiently the advan- 
tage of punctuality. No time was lost at Elkins last year because 
of bad weather, at Low Plain only three days, and at Colby Hil 
three and a half days. Three years ago 24 sessions were lost for 
various reasons in the course of the year, two years ago 21 were 
lost and last year 18. New London acted upon the advice of the 
St te Board of Education even before that advice was given by 
holding school sessions on such commemorative days as can | e 
observed by regular school work supplemented by special lessons 


_ or exercises in keeping with the day. 


I wish to thank all connected with the -chools for their cooper 
ationin making them a success.
